brought out clearly enough that during 
all these years of peace, the kaiser 
was only awaiting the opportune mo­ 
ment to bring on war. 
G erm any’s preparation consisted not 
merely in building up her arm y aud 
navy and developing a m ilitary spirit 
in her people, but in trying to estab­ 
lish 
friendships abroad 
where 
they 
would do the most good in the event 


of a world w ar. 
The 
German 
military 
preparation 
w as more or less obvious. The kaiser 
was alw ays its warmest advocate and 


frankly admitted that it was his inten­ 
tion to remain arm ed to the teeth, al­ 
though lie protested to m e many times 
that Ids sole object was to maintain 
the peace of the world.
